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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 28-31 based on 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph. 

Continuation of 11. The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The applicant argues that Van Wageningen et al. fails to teach or 
suggest a controller to continually maintain an aggregate count of data ready for transmission to the destinations and determine next 
queue to transmit data from based at least partially on the aggregate counts (see last paragraph of page 8 of applicant's remarks). The 
Examiner notes that the same argument is used as the basis for the traversal of the dependent claims. The Examiner disagrees with the 
applicant's argument. Van Wageningen et al. teaches at paragraphs 39, port control circuits 1 and 2 arrange cells into output 
queues... Using the weighting, the port control system informs the arbiter whether and how urgently the cells in the input port are to be 
switched, and further teaches the weightings are based on the amount of data in the queue. At paragraph 40 Van Wageningen teaches 
the arbiter arranges the switching circuit to transfer data from an input port to an output port based on the weightings from the port 
control circuit. These citation show the prior art reference teaches determining the next queue to transmit data based at least partially on 
the aggregate count. At paragraph 6, Van Wageningen teaches the weightings are created by the port control circuits and are amended 
as changes to the queues are made either by the reception or transmission of data showing the controller "maintains" the aggregate 
count of data ready for transmission 
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
